BONN, GERMANY, SEPT. 3 (AP)-THE AMBASSADORS OF THE BIG THREE WESTERN 
POWERS TONIGHT CALLED THE EAST GERMAN COMMUNIST PARTIAL BAN ON TRAVEL

THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES, BRITAIN AND FRANCE 
ALSO SAID IN A STATEMENT THAT THE EAST GERMANS HAVE NO BUSINESS 
WHATSOEVER IN INTERFERING WITH AIR TRAVEL OVER THE CORRIDORS FROM 
EAST GERMANY TO WEST BERLIN. 

A SPOKESMAN FOR THE U.S. EMBASSY SAID THE STATEMENT WAS ISSUED 
TO REITERATE THE WESTERN ALLIES' POSITION THAT BERLIN STILL IS 
OCCUPIED TERRITORY. DIVIDED BERLIN IS 110 MILES INSIDE RED EAST 
GERMANY « 

THE EAST GERMANS LAST TUESDAY ANNOUNCED A BAN ON TRAVEL OF 
WEST GERMANS TO EAST BERLIN AND IN SOME CASES TO WEST BERLIN, 
EFFECTIVE MIDNIGHT. THE BAN IS TO END SEPT. 4. 

THE ACTION WAS TAKEN IN AN ATTEMPT TO DISRUPT A WEST BERLIN 
RALLY OF PERSONS EXPELLED FROM FORMER GERMAN PROVINCES IN THEEAST. 
BUT RALLY LEADERS HAVE GONE AHEAD WITH PLANS FROM THE MEETING 
TOMORROW AND MANY PERSONS BARRED FROM TRAVEL BY ROAD OR RAIL HAVE 
BEEN FLOWN INTO THE CITY FROM THE WEST.
